— Automotive exports 
from the United States for 
the January-May period of 
this year amounted to $299,- 
551,000, as compared with 
$215,770,339 in the same 
period of last year and $190,- 
616,428 during the first five 
months of 1927, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce disclosed 
today. 

May exports, however, showed a 
decrease as compared with April 
and as a result the decline caused 
the monthly average to drop to 
and $38.123.286 for the same 
and $38,123,286 for the same 
periods, respectively of 1928 and 
1927. - 

Shipments te foreign lands in 
May amounted to $45.264.634, which 
was more than $21,000.000 below the 
April total of $66.686.635. as well as 
$3.756,767, or 8.3 per cent. less than 
the total of $49,021401 for May, 
1928, the figures show 

The decreased total for May of 
this year, it was explained, was 
attributed to the usual tendency 
of postponing purchases’ until 
after the arrival of new models, 
together with the advent of the 
winter season in certain foreign 
markets. 

Passenger car and truck ship- 
ments for May were valued at $28,- 
286,253, which was $13,654,053 under 
the total for the previous month, 
and $6.320.253 less than for May.

“In the presentation this an- 
nual census,” says Mr. Childs in 
his report. “our foremost thought is 
that it shall be just as accurate 
as possible and be based largely on 
official figures obtained by report- 
ing officers in the field.’
